TELEPHONE CHARGES 


It is difficult for us in the 
Upland-Foothill area to try to 
understand what General Tele- 
phone Co. is trying to do to us. 

One thing, we know, of course. 
Very apparently, an effort is 
being made to get higher rates. 
In return for the increase in 
rates, it is proposed to permit 
us to call Claremont without 
any toll charge, 

By their own figures, local 
telephone subscribers pay an- 
nually about $8,000 in tolls to 
Claremont. Also by their own 
figures, under the new plan 
the company would receive an- 
nually in increased fees $47,376. 
Deduct the $8,000 present toll 
fees — paid only by those who 
use the long distance — the 
gross increase would be ap- 
proximately $38,000. 

Naturally, we don’t like it.

Sponsored almost entirely by 
the Brethren in Christ church 
during its 37 years, the college 
is now opening the sponsorship 
to all individuals, firms and in- 
dustries in the local community 
and throughout the southland.

Among the major expansion 
goals of the institution are the 
following: 


Expansion Plans 


1. Construction of adequate 
dormitories to house all non-local] 
students. 


2. Construction of a library-ad- |.° 


ministration building. 


3, Acquisition of additional land 
to provide for necessary expan- 
sion. 

4. Development of the athletic 
field into a standard-size football 
turf, track and other facilities 
usually on a top-flight, four-year 
campus. 

5. Construction of classroom 
facilities to accommodate at least 
700 students by 1970. 

The college campus now in- 
cludes approximately 20 acres. 
Expansion of the campus to at 
least 60 acres is anticipated. Im- 
mediate construction of new 
classrooms is not paramount at 
the outset but plans call for giv- 
ing greater emphasis on new fac- 
ilities for the science engineering, 
and mathematics departments. 


Enlist Home Support 


First phase of the community- 
wide financial drive is the enlist- 
ment of support from members 
of the local Brethren in Christ 
church and students at the col- 
lege. At the same time, alumni 
here and throughout the nation 
are making pledges and contri- 
butions, At least $100,000 of the 
goal is anticipated from the col- 
lege and church members.

Euclid-Foothill Rezoning Vote 
Awaits PC Action On 5 Acres 


Action on rezoning of the south-. 
west corner of Euclid Ave. and 
Foothill Blvd., to facilitate de- 
velopment of a proposed $2 mil- 
lion shopping center, is being de- 
layed by city council until an 
additional five acres, not includ- 
ed in the original rezoning ap- 
plication, receives planning com- 
mission action. 

The original petition concerned 
17 acres, but at the recommenda- 
tion of the councilmen, Euclid- 
Foothill Corp. included an addi- 
tional five acres, adjacent on the 
west, to the site plan. This area 
‘ies between the original parcel 
and the high school campus, west 
of the General Telephone ex- 
change building on Foothill Blvd. 
Committee Report 

Councilman Robt. Thrall mov- 
ed for the delay, which was 
passed unanimously by the coun- 
cil Thursday night, after re- 
porting the committee appointed 
to complete plans for the devel- 
opment had found solutions to 
most problems cited by the coun- 
‘ceil, He said the plans were not 
yet ready for preparation of a 
contract to accompany the pro- 
ed rezoning, but said only 
technical aspects remain to’ be 
devised.

property owner or leasee. He 
further questioned the legal sta- 
tus of consideration given the re- 
zoning petition, declaring there 
had been no proof presented of 
fare, nor of-good zoning practice.

Mr. King, also representing a 
group of residents, requested a 
traffic study be submitted by the 
proponents; held that the pro- 
posed development would not 
benefit downtown merchants, and 
urged that ‘‘reports of experts 
tbe obtained before changing the 
character of this intersection”, 
referring to studies of economic 
trends and traffic.

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“Grave Injustice To Mrs. Schubert’ 





W. W. Mather Says Council Action 
"Shocking Miscarriage of Justice” 


To The Editor: 


The comparatively small num- 
ber who were in the City Council 
chamber late last Thursday night 
witnessed a shocking miscarri- 


age of justice. The citizens of 
Upland have a right to know 
what happened. When the city 
manager summarily discharged 
Mrs. Lillian Schubert, for more 
than seven. years an_ efficient 
employee of the city and secre- 
tary ,of the planning commission, 
Mrs. Schubert, working under 
civil service, appealed for a hear- 
ing before the board of review 
as she had the right to do un- 
der the Upland Merit system 
ordinance. 

Last Thursday night the 
port of the review 
tained that appeal. It is hard to 
see how the Board could have 
made a different finding in view 
of the weak evidence against 
Mrs. Schubert. The oral hearing 
was conducted with fairness by 
the Chairman of the Board, al- 
though at no time was Mrs. Schu- 
bert nor the Ontario attorney 
who represented her given a 
statement of the charges against 
her except in the most general 
terms.

Based On One Day 


At the outset of the hearing! 


the city manager was given the 
choice of presenting his case on 


the entire record since he be-! 


came city manager or solely on 
the incident of February 25 
which led to Mrs. Schubert’s dis- 
charge. He chose to rest his 
case on the one incident and did 
not include one or more _ inci- 
dents which may have preceded 
the flare-up of February 25. Mrs. 
Schubert assented. 

In. aceordance with this de- 
cision. the Board of Review sta- 
ted that the incident of Febru- 
ary 25, 1957, ‘‘was the sole basis 
for ‘the charges of: 

1. Insubordination 2. Miscon- 
duct 3. Unfitness 4. Violation of 


Section 6 of Rule X (Merit Sys- 


tem and Rules and Regulations) 
which resulted. in the suspen- 
sion and “discharge of the em- 
ployee Lillian Schubert.” The 
Board continues ‘that the testi- 
mony showed that apparently 
an adding machine had been ob- 
tained for the use of the water 
department but had been used 
elsewhere, and the incident arase 
from’ Mrs. Schubert’s attempt to 
use’ this machine. All evidence 
of insubordination and miscon- 
duct, as charged, came from this 
dispute. There was no evidence 
of unfitness presented. The 
charge of violation of Section 6 
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of Rule X was based on Mrs. 
Schubert’s leaving her work that 
morning emotionally upset and 
the statement by the account 
clerk that Mrs. Schubert did not 
advise her she was taking sick 
leave as provided in the rule, 
while Mrs. Schubert testified she 
thought she had given such no- 
tice. 


Evidence Heard 
The Board in its report furth- 
er said: ‘‘However, it is to be 
borne in mind that the Board of 
Review heard evidence only in 
regard to the February 25, 1957, 
incident. : 
‘Considering the evidence as 
developed at the hearing, it, is 
the Board’s considered opin- 
ion that the disciplinary action 
taken (comprising suspension 
and discharge) with respect 
to Mrs. Lillian Schubert was 
too extreme in view of the 
magnitude of the insubordina- 
tion and that a disciplinary atc- 
tion of a lesser degree would 
probably have been in order 
as,, for example, a leave with- 
out pay to enable the employee 
to regain her composure and 
Stability.’’ 
(Dated March 28, 1957, and 
signed by all three members) 
This report was not read at 


the council meeting. Instead a 
councilman read a short state- 
ment which began: ‘‘The Board 


of Review has ruled in favor of 
Mrs. Schubert.’’ This statement 
continued that the Board made 
it clear it based its findings 
solely on the incident of Feb- 
ruary 25 and then ‘added: In 
view of the many years of faith- 
ful service of Mrs. Schubert, the 
city council has decided to fol- 
low the recommendation of the 
board of review. It should be 
noted, however, that the City 
Manager's decision to terminate 
Mrs. Schubert’s service was. not 
based on the one incident alone, 
but on a series of such _ inci- 
dents, a lack of co-operation, 
and an apparent disregard of 
the needs of the service.”’ 

The statement then went on 


to say that the city manager 
must have the making of de- 
cisions regarding adding ma- 


chines and vacations, which no 
one disputes. The Councilman 
reading the statement concluded 
as follows: 
Chairman, I move that 
in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the board of re- 
view, Mrs. Schubert be suspend- 
ed without pay for a period of 
approximately five weeks (fram 
February 25 to this date). 
Further, that her continued 
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employment with the City of Up- 
land be on the following basis: 
1. A six-months period on 


probationary status, as the 

same is defined in the Merit 

System rules and regulations. 

2. That she comply explicit- 
ly with all instructions of the 
city manager and her depart- 
ment head. 

3. That she carry out her 
duties with a spirit.of coopera- 
tion and with particular re- 
gard for the needs of the serv- 
ice. 

4. That, she report for work 
on April 8 at 8:00 A.M. and 
thereafter not absent herself 
from her position without hav- 
ing first obtained permission.”’ 
The mayor and city attorney 

were present at the hearing, but 
a majority of the Council were 
not present. The city attorney 
did not use his right to question 
any witness. 

The city council adopted un- 
animously the motion as stated 
and by its action contradicted the 
previous statement that it fol- 
lowed the board’s recommenda- 
tion. The council violated two 
basic rules of fair play in ap- 
pellate procedure, virtually 
made a scrap of paper out of 
the protection supposed to be 
given as a city employee against 
arbitrary action and in seniority 
rights, and in effect blackened 
the record of Mrs. Schubert 
WITHOUT ANY EVIDENCE 
HAVING BEEN PRESENTED 
ON THE SO-CALLED “SERTES 
OF SUCH INCIDENTS’’ in the 
councilman’s report, to which 
Mrs. Schubert could make re- 
ply. Kirst:when a party to an 
action in court elects to stand 
on one or more items, and an 
appeal is taken from the decis- 
ion on those points, the appel- 
late court will not listen to nor 
take into account the other items 
which were by-passed. But the 
council Thursday night used 
these by-passed allegations to 
impose upon Mrs. Schubert a 
much harsher judgement than 
that recommended by the board 
of review, one which involved 
demotion and probation. 

When ‘an appellate court is 
considering the transcript of a 
trial in the lower court, even if 
the justices decide on the basis 
of the entire pertinent record 
that they would have decided 
the case differently, IF THERE 
IS SUBSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 
TO SUPPORT THE DECISION 
OF THE COURT BELOW, 
appellate court will not overturn 
that decision. One reason for 
this rule is the lower court judge 
and jury, if one, have the op- 
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the’ 


portunity’ to observe the ‘appear- 
ance, demeanor and manner of 
testifying of the witnesses; fac- 
tors which determine how much 
weight the court and jury will 
give to the statements made by 
witnesses. The majority of the 
city council were NOT present 
at the hearing before the board 
of review and had no opportuni- 
ty to observe these vital points. 
The board members who did 
have that opportunity decided in 
Mrs. Schubert’s favor. 

More serious is the effect of 
the City Council’s decision on 
the civil service of our city. The 
council, by adopting by an ap- 
parently unanimous voice vote a 
resolution which upheld the dis- 
charge of Mrs. Schubert: and 
then gave her a NEW JOB AS 
A PROBATIONARY EMPLOY- 
EE, after seven years of loyal 
and efficient service to our city, 
really adopted the principle that 
the city manager may ‘‘hire and 


fire’’ without regard to the civil

Thus in effect we have in Up- 
land an ordinance informally re- 
pealed in its designed protection 
of employee against arbitrary 
action. The will of the city man- 
ager is above tne Merit System 
ordinance. 

Most serious of all for Mrs. 
Schubert is the unjust blacken- 
ing of her record without afford- 
ing her any opportunity to de- 
fend herself. She came to this 
community in childhood and at- 
tended our schools including both 
Chaffey high school and college. 
This writer, from his association 
with her for more than two 
years while he was a member 
of the city planning commission, 
knows the falsity of the implica- 
tions made by the council adopted 


resolution. Since there are. pe- 
titions being circulated against 
the city manager, this writer 


wishes to make clear that this 


report is not intended to be, nor 
should it be 


interpreted to be, 





ger. Several times the writer 
has had occasion to use the 
services of the city manager and 
many times the services of Mrs. 
Schubert. ALWAYS he has found 


each of them prompt, courteous | 
and efficient in their services to} 


him. 


It is unfortunate that the in-| 


cident of February 25 led to has- 
ty, ill-considered actions by both 
the main participants, which 
brought into public trial what 
should have been settled within 
a deyartment and could be so 
settled if proper personal rela- 
tions exist therein. It is disgrace- 


ful that the city council has dis-| 


regarded the basic personal and 
legal rights of a proven loyal 
ang efficient city employee. Unr- 
til the council reverses this grave 
injustice to Mrs. Schubert its 
members should stand individ- 
ually and collectively under the 
moral condemnation of the fair 
minded people of Upland.

Upland College At Start Of 
New Expansion Program 


Upland college is going to be very prominent in the news 
in the weeks and months ahead. 


This institution that has grown steadily here throughout 
the years is scheduled to begin a new era in its development. 
Members of the Brethren in Christ church here and throughout 
the nation have been largely responsible for the financial sup- 


port that has brought the college up to its present high position 
among the “smaller colleges.” 


Leaders in the local college are preparing to ask in- 
terested persons throughout the southland, especially those in 
this immediate vicinity, for help. A long-range development 
program is being planned with Simon Eisner, planning con- 
sultant, engaged by the college to project the campus of the 
future. Other authorities are being consulted in the college’s 
era of transition into a larger and more influential institution. 


Upland college today has an outstanding record as the 
alumni and students have gone into their chosen fields of 
service and professions. While the church will always play an 
important influence on the college, the time has come for all 
persons throughout this area to accept the opportunity to help 
the college expand and to enlarge its service. 


Postal Service Should Be On 
Sound Business Basis 


One of the federal services closest to the public is the 
post office department. 


Talk of curbing the services and of reducing the hours 
of the employes is, therefore, 6f immediate concern to every 
family of the community. While an immediate “deficit” ap- 
propriation may be needed to keep the mail service operating 
in the months ahead, definite action, we believe, should be 
taken immediately in putting the department on a sound busi- 
ness basis. 


In other words, the rates should be increased, if neces- 
sary to produce enough revenue to offset the charges. Four 
cents, instead of three cents, has been proposed as the charge 
of first class class letters. Why delay the increase, if the de- 
partment is running in the red? Do magazines and newspapers 
pay enough? We think not — thus the rates should be ad- 
justed on all classes of mail so that the postal department 
will be strictly a sound business operation. 


Some services may have to be eliminated — and placing 
a curb on the volume of advertising circulars would surely 
be a very popular move. 


Cancer News is Good But 
It Can Be Much Better 


Most news from the medical research laboratories is 
good these days and it will continue to be good if local people 
and others in the nation make the most of the opportunity 
during April, which is “Cancer Month.” 


Ot the estimated 60,000 Californians who will be under 
treatment for cancer this year, 5,000 more can expect to be 
saved than would have been a year ago. 


Yes, the news is good. But while the final answer to 
cancer must come from the laboratories and the minds of our 
scientists, it must start in the hearts of all of us. It must start in 
the heart, spread quickly to the pocketbook and thence to the 
American Cancer society. 


Improved Downtown Business 
Area is Being Planned 


If the proposed downtown auto parking district is realiz- 
ed — and indications are that it will be before too long — 
many Upland merchants will unite in developing to the limit 
the long-established business district. 


In the “informal planning stage” at present is a proposal 
to remodel the rear entrances of all the buildings that will face 
on the First Ave. and Third Ave. parking lots. Other improve- 
ments will also be made. A united and intensive promotional 
program is also being discussed. 


In other words, merchants and property owners can 
add much appeal — in addition to the parking lots — through 
united action.

Cable Airport 
Base For 168 
Small Aircraft 


Citing Cable airport of Upland 
as having 1,500 to 2,000 landings 
per year, more’than any other 
field in its class, Dewey Cable 
laddressed Upland Rotary club 
last week on the local airport 
for which he is director.

Grove As Secondary 


Highway Proposed 


With receipt of the planning 
commission’s recommendat’i or 
that a proposed extension 
Grove Ave. north of Foothill 
Blvd. not be allowed a direct in- 
tersection with Foothill, 
council Thursday night also re- 
ceived a ‘‘surprise package’’ 
from the county highway depart- 
ment. 

The commission’s recommen- 
dation had been made to elim- 
inate a possible dangerous in- 
tersection, and was thought to 
be in line with the county’s pro- 
gram. 

However, City Engineer Har- 
old Wilder told the council the 
county reversed this recommen- 
dation and had recommended 
that the intersection be allowed. 
He reported the county’s new 
master highway plan shows 
Grove Ave. charted as a secon- 
dary north-south highway, ex- 
tending north to 19th St. 


County’s Recommendation 

The county recommended the 
extension of Grove be allowed, 
but increased in width from the 
66 foot residential street propos- 
ed by Medco Corp. to an 88 foot 
width for a secondary highway, 
with signal lights controlling the 
‘Grove- Foothill intersection. 
“What this does to Medco’s 
development plans is terrible’’, 
Mr: Wilder stated. The develop- 
ers of Foothill Knolls residential 
and shopping center area, had 
previously received planning 
‘ecqmmision approval of three 
housing tracts, in addition to the 
one now nearing completion 


Church Appeals 


Drainage Drive 
Variance Given 
For Subdivision 


Appealing to city council for 
a special ruling on materials to 
be used in an off-site drainage 
structure to drain ‘the area of 
a 14-lot subdivision north of Ar- 
row Hwy. and west of San An- 
tonio Ave., representatives of 
Brethren in Christ board of trus- 
tees Thursday night were grant- 
ed thier request to substitute as- 
phalt paving for the specified 
concrete paving in the eight foot 
wide center of the drainage 
easement. 

Delbert Hensley and the Rev. 
Alvin C. Burkholder appeared for 
the church board, which is sub- 
dividing three acres: immediate- 
ly north of the proposed site for 
the new Brethren church. 

Before development of the sub- 
division can be completed, com- 
plicated drainage problems must 
be solved, requiring an unusual 
cost to the sub-dividers. If the 
drainage structure in question 
had been paved with concrete, 
the cost on drainage for the sub- 
division would have ‘averaged 
more than $300 per lot, Mr. Hens- 
ley said, bringing the total cost 
of improvements per lot to $1972. 

The drainage structure, ex- 
tending south from the proposed 
subdivision along the proposed 
church site to Arrow Hwy., will 
serve the new church plant as 
a driveway to one of its three 
parking lots. 

In requesting and receiving 
permission to substitute asphalt 
paving on the drainage struc- 
ture-driveway, instead of the 
more durable concrete normally 
required by the city, the church 
board assumed full responsibility 
for future maintenance of .the 
asphalt portion of the drainage 
easement.

Instead, they fa- 
vored a westerly swing of Grove 
Ave., as it approached Foothill 
from the north, opening onto the 
service road, which in turn 
would oven onto Foothill about 
200 yards west of the Grove- 
Foothill juncture’ point. 

No action was taken by the 
council, with the problem being 
referred to Medco Corp. and the 
city engineer for additional stu- 
dy. The problem appears to be 
only one of several major devel- 
opment problems concerning ‘ithe 
entire city which have confronted 
Medco Corp. in its development 
of the former Lone hill area.

At Northwest Corner Eighth, Palm 


Action on requested rezoning 
of ‘the northwest corner of 
Eighth St. and Palm ‘Ave., re- 
eqmmended to the council by 
the planning commission to per- 
mit. construction of an apartment 
development proposed by W.C. 
Connor and J. McLean, must 
await a study of the situation 
by the council acting as a com- 
mittee. 


To be considered in the study 
are the problems involved in de- 
veloping the property and the 
objections of adjacent property 
owners. 

Only two written objections to 
the proposed rezoning from sin- 
gle family residential to multiple 
family residential were received 
by the Planning Commission 
when it recommended the re- 
zoning. At the Thursday night 
council méeting however, a pe- 
titon signed by 42 property own- 
ers of. the area was submitted 
by an attorney objecting to the 
rezoning for apartment develop- 
ment. 


Said To Be Logical Use 

Development. of the property 
for multiple family use ‘has. been 
proposed as the only logical use 
of the small lemon grove, which 
is of an odd size and difficult 
to develop. for single. family lots 
in keeping with city ordinances. 

Once, in the early. history of 
the Ontario district, the proper- 
ty was ‘the ‘site of an Ontario 
Elementary district sehool, ac- 
cording to Ernest L. Fiseher, who 
reported he owned the property 
for many years and sold it to 
Messrs. Connor. and McLean. He 
reportedly was unable to get re- 
cent planning commission ap- 
proval of-an early record of sur- 
vey for residential development, 
; which had become obsolete due 
to new city ordinances requir- 
ing larger lot sizes. Mr. Fischer

The unit has a 15 kilowatt gen- 
erator for the provision of auxili- 
ary power in the event that the 
local electrical supply fails. Also 
included is a 1500 gallon water 
tank and a pumping unit for 
emergency water supply. 


The 200 bed auxiliary hospit- 
al unit is comprised of the fol- 
lowing basic functional group: 
receiving and sorting equipment, 
200 beds, three operating rooms, 
clinical laboratory, x-ray room, 
central supply, sterilizing room 
and pharmacy. In general, items 
making up the unit are packed 
for long term storage.
